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U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
Randolph Building, Mail Stop ISSUE FEE 
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requires the Applicants to file a statement of the substance 
of the interview. But Applicants submit that the "Interview 
Summary" appears on the wrong form, and that the last 
paragraph which appears on the mailed form should not be 
present because the interview was initiated by the Examiner . 
The PTO has a different form for an Interview Summary when the 
interview is initiated by the Examiner and that form does not 
require an Applicant to file a Statement of the Substance of 
the Interview. 



Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that 



the Interview Summary either be (1) vacated or (2) modified so 
as to not require the Applicants to file a Statement of the 
Substance of the Interview.
